Disputes Gutenberg Claim 
“Johann Gutenberg was not the 
inventor of movable type,’ according 
to John S$. Thompson, authority on 
type-casting, retired craftsman, and 
author. He is said to be prepared to 
prove his point with a mass of evi 
dence which will be made _ public 
when his book is published later in 
the year. Mr. Thompson outlined 
his reasons tor this contention when 
he was the speaker at the Printing 
Week meeting of the San Francisco 


Craftsmen’s Club. 


The speaker, who learned to oper 
ate a Linotype in 1892 and who had 
charge of the Mergenthaler Exhibit 
at the 1893 World Fair in Chicago, 
declares that the Gutenberg Bibles 
were printed from castings of an en 
tire line of type and not trom mov 
able, individual pieces ot type. The 
speaker first became known nation 
ally in 1906 when he invented the 


Thompson typecaster. 


According to Mr. Thompson all 
printing done betore Gutenberg’s 
time was done from engravings, each 
of a whole page ot a book. All that 
is certain about (Gjutenberg’s process 
is that he did claim to have invented 
a cheaper way of printing, which was 
also taster. 

A careful examination of the pages 
of the Gutenberg Bibles disclosed 
that the special symbols placed above 
many of the letters were otten placed 
at different angles or at different dis 
tances from the same letter. For in 
stance, it is almost impossible to find 
two “A's” with grave accents at ex 
actly the same distance above the let 
ter—at exactly the same angle 
and in exactly the same shape. Thus

it would have been necessary 
Gutenberg to have had 200 separate 


and distinct matrices from which ¢ 


) 
cast just the 24 lower case letters ot 
the type used for printing the Bible 
if such type were actually individual 
movable pieces 

All of the evidence assembled led 
Mr. Thompson to the conclusion that 
the Bibles were printed trom castings 
of entire lines of type. 

For the formation ot accents, con 


traction marks, special symbols, and 


other marks placed above letters or 
words, he theorizes that the soft 
metal matrix was punched with spe- 
cial chisels by the craftsman after the 
matrix had been tormed. This would 
account tor the discrepancies in size, 
shape, angle, and distance ot these 
marks trom the letters in difterent 
lines. 

Prior to Mr. Thompson's talk, in 
stallation of 1950 officers tor the San 
Francisco Club was held. Don Har 
ris took over as president, and he will 
be assisted by Peter D. Nielsen, first 
vice-president, and Charles Wood 
second vice-president.

Results ot fests for ibility ot 
blankets to remain tack-and glaze 
tree during printing show that present 
blanket materials are greatly im 
proved over those available in 1935.

The heat-set ink 
which contained no drier was least 
harmtul. Blankets which were more 
resistant to the effects of linseed ink 
were also more resistant to the effects 
ot the synthetic inks.
